Gymnasiums in eight of the 
Lower Merion Township schools 
will be open Saturday mornings, 
starting this week. Permission for 
the use of the gymnasiums was 
given by the Lower Merion Town- 
ship School Board at the request 
of Superintendent Frank A. Du- 
bois. 

Gyms in six ol the scl tools will 
open this Saturday and will be 
open every Saturday for the rest 
of the winter. They will open at 
nine and close at noon. A teacher 
will be in charge of each gym and 
will supervise all activities. Where 
needed, a second supervisor may 
be supplied. 

Gyms which will be opened are 
the Downs Gym and the Lower

RATION REMINDER 

Gasoline — In 17 East coast states A-8 coupons are good through 
February 8. 

Sugar — Stamp No. 30 in Book Four is good for 5 pounds through 
March 31. 

Shoes— Stamp No. 18 in Book One is good for 1 pair. Stamp No. 
1 on the airplane sheet in Book Three is good for 1 pair. 

Fuel Oil — Period 2 coupons are good through February 7. Period 
3 coupons, now valid in the Middle West, South. East, and Far West, 
remain good through March 13 in the Middle West, East, and Far 
West, a«d through February 21 in the South. 

Meats and Fats— Brown stamps R, S, T and U, are good through 
January 29. Brown stamp V is good through February 26. Brown 
stamp W becomes good January 30, and remains good through Feb- 
ruary 26. 

Processed Food— Green stamps G, H and J in Book Four, are good 
through February 20. 

PLENTY OF ANTI-FREEZE 

The nation's motorists are being oversold on anti-freezc and 
told of shortages that do not exist, according to the War Production 
Board. Production of alcohol «nti-freeze for this Winter is 50 pet- 
cent more than. last, WPB said, and asked motorists to watch their 
own needs and not to overload. Alcohol from which anti-freeze 
is made is a critical war material. 

ITEMS NO LONGER RATIONED 

Pressure cookers and feed grinders and crushers have been re- 
moved from rationing. Because the supply of pressure cookers witl 
not meet all uses, the approval of the War Food Administration is 
necessary for purchases of pressure cookers for other than food 
preservation uses. Application should be made to the Director, Of- 
fice of Materials and Facilities, War Food Administration, Wash- 
ington, D. C. 

CHEDDAR CHEESE FOR CIVILIANS 

Civilians will continue to receive about 30 million pounds a 
month of Cheddar cheese although manufacturers are required to set 
aside 30 per cent of their output during January and February to 
meet war requirements. In addition to cheddar cheese, civilians re- 
ceive almost all of the other types of cheese produced, bringing their 
total supply to about 45 million pounds a month. 

RELEASE PEACHES TO CIVILIANS 

Approximately 750,000 cases of canned peaches, previously set 
aside for government purchase, have been released for civilian sup- 
plies and will reach some retail markets within a few weeks. 
BEAN, PEA ALLOCATIONS 

Civilians will receive 11,500,000 bags (100 pounds each) or half 
of the supply of dry beans allocated for all needs in 1944. Twenty- 
nine per cent of the 1944 supply of dry peas— two million bags—also 
will ro to civilians. This means civilians will have available an 
avsrage of about 8.9 piunds of beans and 1.6 pounds of peas during 
the coming year. This is slightly larger than the per capita cont 
aumpiion of dry beans in the 1942-43 crop year and is a much larger 
consumption of dry peas than for any previous calendar year.

Critical Faculty in Politics Is Slipping Dr. Felix Morley 
Tells G.O.P. Council Women; Questions Home Rule Theory 




By questioning their patent: 
Home Rule theory and telling them 
that their critical faculty in poli- 
tics was slipping, Dr. Felix Morley 
made some of the members of the 
Lower Merion-Narberth Cotincil of 
Republican Women gasp a little 
last Thursday. ! 

'Dr. Morley, President of Haver- 
ford College, spoke to the Council 
at the home of Mrs. Robert Park 
in Haverford. 

Commenting on the fact that 
the states have resisted any at- 
tempt to federalize education and 
thus have maintained the phil- 
osophy of Home Rule in education 
he declared: I 

"Although this philosophy is' 
admirable it leaves education in a! 
vulnerable position. 

"For example, while Lower Mer- ' 
ion is world-famous for its sys- 
tem of education In Louisiana and 
Mississippi there are inadequate 
edttcntional facilities for white 
people and virtually i.o public edu- 
cation for colored people. This 
great disparity gives v. wedge for 
the centralization of education. I 

In order to prevent this con- 
tined Federal encroachment, he 
urged members of the Council and i 



also members of other women's or- 
ganization to consider to help solve 
the educational problems in back- 
ward communities in Pennsylvania 
and in other states. 

Declaring that in our education- 
al system too little attention is 
paid to the fundamental values of 
education, the speaker defined the 
threee fundamentals which are 
necessary "to turn out in the lit- 
eral sense of the word, a truly 
educated man or woman." They 
are: 1. Stimulation of intellectual 
curiosity. 2. Dsvelopment of the 
critical faculty. 3. Development of 
character, 

"Intellectual curiosity is a vir- 
tue, essential to progress in any 
line," he explained, "yet many col- 
lege students go out after gradu- 
ation and don't continue reading 
in the field they studied in col- 
lege, because their intellectual cur- 
asity was not aroused. 

"No less important than the de- 
velopment of the intellectual cur- 
osity is the stimulation of the 
critical faculty which can bring 
advance over inherited standards 
Ji any line of endeavor." Except 
in the technical fields, our educa- 
tion has Tailed in developing tifls 



critical faculty, particularly in the 
political and social fields. "We do 
not have as good a critical faculty 
in politics today as we did in 1789." 
I Development of character with 
I definite religious foundation, as- 
serted Dr. Morley, is the most im- 
; portant fundamental of education. 
j It's not only up to the educational 
i institutions to develop this, but it's 
; a problem in which the American 
j home has fallen down and in order 
i to corect this situation they must 
I join hands. 

"There isn't a problem today 
that can be entirely divorced from 
politics. We must get a deeper 
thinking in our politics. We are 
beginning to think in a deeper way 
than ever before. I'm looking for a 
great rebirth of political thinking 
to solve the educational problems," 
concluded Dr. Morley.

Cynwyd Man Died 
After Heroic Deed 

The heroic tale of how a 37- 
year-old Cynwyd radio operator 
lost his life after rigging up emer- 
gency equipment in the teetli of 
a furious gale to send an SOS from 
his sinking ship in the North At- 
lantic was revealed yesterday by 
the dead man's parents. 

Responsible for the rescue of 29 
members of the 64-man crew of 
the ill-fated Army freighter. Ne- 
vada, Staff Sergeant William T. 
Betts, Jr.. drowned when the life- 
boat containing himself and 31 
others, including the ship's cap- 
tain, overturned after pulling away 
from the floundering vessel. 

Survivors returning to Boston 
last week notified Belts' parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. William T. Beits 
of 546 Oxford Rd., Cynwyd, how 
the soldier braved the gale- — after 
the standard radio equipment had 
been swept away— to set up the 
emergency set and flash the ap- 
peals for help. 

Betts' signals were heard by 
the Coast Guard cutter Comanche, 
which immediately steamed to the 
freighter's aid. The sinking craft 
had been abandoned by the time 
the Comanche arrived on the 
scene and only one lifeboat, con- 
taining the 29 men, remained 
afloat. Before his enlistment. 
Sergeant Betts was an employe of 
the Delaware division of the Phil- 
adelphia Electric Co.
